WIDIilAM SEYMOUR* 

The story which 1 am about to relate, 
has something in it so pure and high heart¬ 
ed, and withall so rare in these degenerate 
days, that I trust it will not only prove a 
source of entertainment but also of improvei 
ment to the reader. It is not one of your 
silly love ditties, mere nonsense or haply 
worse than nonsense, and only calculated 
lo excite a morbid sensibility ; but, on ibe 
contrary, a wholesome and faithful recital 
of a few simple facts which have transpir¬ 
ed, not in the dreams of the glowing and 
poetical imagination, but in the sober and 
severe domains of reality. Having prom 
ised thus much for the truth and character 
of my tale, I shall proceed to dash 
medias res without much further cere 
mony. 

William Seymour (sorry ami, my old 
chum and companion, to be obliged to call 
you by any other than your own deal 
name) is one of those precious few whom 
to see and know is to love and admire. In 
fact, I never knew one who so seized and 
carried away, as it were, like a conqueror, 
the better feelings of our nature at first 
sight as the hero of my story ; and long 
ecquainlance with him on my part has but 
increased the estimation of tho high quails 
ties of his character. At the time when I 
first saw him, I shall never forget the sin¬ 
gular beauty of his person blended with a 
certain grace which even then, young as 
he was, spread over his whole person and 
Bctions an almost indefinable charm. His 
mind, too, seemed to be of that cast where¬ 
in strength and softness, sternness and love 
are the most exquisitely combined, forming 
a gentle and yet deep-toned instrument of 
various and yet harmonious sound.

And then, too, in liis 
conversational powers, he was splendid he 
yond all comparison. Several of us class 
mates have often gone out with him on a 
brilliant moonlight evening ti* hear him 
talk of the glories of the deep and vaulted 
heavens. It was splendid to see liis grand 
form towering beneath the silent and holy 
sky—and his lips uttered the noblest 
truths clothed in the most exquisite poetry 
of language, and yet expressed with the 
utmost scientific accuracy. I have some¬ 
times felt the pure Omnipotent himseU 
must take pride in the creature of his hands. 
But I am lingering, in spite of myself, in 
the description of lliis glorious fellow ; and 
before 1 leave this connection of my story, 
or narrative, or biographical sketch, or 
whatever it may bo called, I would only 
beg the indulgence of the reader while I 
relate a little incident which occurred not 
long before the merry college days were 
over. Several of us in company (of course, 
Seymour being one) had left our studies 
behind us, shaking o# dull care, and wei'e 
out on a journty of wanderings to gather 
a little refreshment, after our own fashion, 
both for the mind and body, during a vaca¬ 
tion of two or three weeks, when it so 
happened that we fell in with a certain 
town, or a certain town fell in with us,

friend! There was the dear child, the 
lovely daughter, fast in the influence of the 
powerful tide I And our youthful, our 
noble classmate was just in the act of taking 
hold of her garments ..could she he saved ? 
yllas, could either of them be saved ? We 
all stood still, as if transfixed by death, and 
watched the struggle between the energy 
of a mortal arm and tho strength of ilial 
determined tide. Oh, was not He, who 
rules the universe, then specially present | 
with his Almighty spiiit?...For awhile the 
stream appeared to have the mastery...they 
are diawn along by its influence—nearer 
nearer—nearer—to tlie tremendous pre^ , 
cipice ! Great God, what shall save them 
now ?,..But all was not yet over. Sud¬ 
denly, as if he were aided by an unseen; 
spirit, our youthful friend seemed to put 
back the tide! and flinging the dear girl 
behind him and drawing her arms around 
hU neck and clasping her wrists, with bis' 


ment to her bosom in death-like silence., 
then raising her head, as her eye met the 
glance of the preserve^ of her child, who 
stood leaning against a tree !^hile hU cRan- 
tenance seemed to express the intense re¬ 
pose of a more than mortal satisfaction, 
she sprang towar ds him with an^irresislihle 
impulse, snd clasping her arms around his 
neck kUsed him over and over again with 
convu/sive energy. The beautitul child 
was saved, and the mother, too, rescued 
from death in her daughter’s preserva¬ 
tion. 

Some years had elapsed since the events 
last described ; and 1 had become a resi¬ 
dent in the village of-, one or the 


loveliest of the lovely villages in the ‘ Eiii' 
pi re State.’ Here, according to the com 
mon course of things, my acquaintance had 
become more or less numerous, and tiie 
pleasure of social intercourse with a happy 
and kind-hearted people combined with 
the soft and, in some instances, gorgeous 
charms of Nature, had made my residence 
extremely agreeable. Here was one of 
those lakes of clear blue water so often to 
bo met with in that glorious state, with its 
meandering borders, balmy stillness, and 
occasionally a remnsnt of the primeval 
forest towering over it in solemn and 
stately grandeur.

Let us always 
recollect that He who ‘ ridelh on the wings 
of the mighty winds, and casteth under¬ 
neath his feat the darkness of the sky,’ can 
move more kindly, more gently, than the 
fondest sister through the chamber of the 
dying and beautiful girl ! 

It was perhaps nearly a year after the 
death of Eliza 8 sister, that my old friend 
and class mate arrived in the village oq a 
tour of recreation and pleasure.^ Right 
glad was I to behold the light of his coun¬ 
tenance, and I believe that he also felt an 
ardent satisfaction in the meeting. My joy 
was greatly enhanced when he concluded 
on account of the attractions of the place 
to make a pause in his journey for a few 
days. Many were the charms in antici¬

recollect the elegance and superiority of 
person and demeanor which belonged to 
my friend William of old, and which, by ;

Third failure of the Provincial hegislaiure 
of Lower Canada. 

The meeting of the Provincial Parlia¬ 
ment of Lower Canada, was closed by 
Proclamation on the C6th inst. having met 
on tho J8th. 

It is the third meeting of the Assembly 
elected in tlie fall of 1834, which has proved 
HT) entire failure, by the acts of the Rep¬ 
resentative Branch, under various pvc^ 
tences. 

The first failed becj^i^e the Governor, 
on the refusal of the Assembly to make 
good according to promise, the advances 
previously made on their address for con¬ 
tingencies, refused to make further ad¬ 
vance^. 

The second failure arose from the refu¬ 
sal of the Assembly to proceed til the the 
second Branch, which is appointed accor- 
ding to the constitution by the Crown, fur 
life, was rendered elective. 

The third has failed on the same grounds, 
and to preserve the appearance of consis- 
lency. 

The divisions in the House shew tliat 
tho national distinctions which were avow-* 
cdly acted upon by that body, for i'llo first 
lime, in 1834, have still a material in-» 
fluenco in the dissenitons which prevail. 

In the late divisions it will be found that 
tho majority, for not proceeding, was made 
up of the members representing counties 
where the electors of 4'rencb origin,* are 
the majority : while the majority of the 
members who voted for proceeiiing with

Such divisions could not possibly be 
formed on any oilier grounds than those 
connected with national distinctions, how¬ 
ever icucii, of late, it may have been at¬ 
tempted to disavow them —by the leaders 
of the majority, and to rally under new 
names. We will not attempt to decide 
who was originally to blame in acting upon 
these distinctions. It is sufficient for our 
purpose to show that they are still acted 
upon, and have again occasioned the failure 
ot Q 'fifession of the Legislature, which was 
so much wanted. 

How or when they will be removed 
when * the peace, welfare and good gov¬ 
ernment of the Province,* for which the 
.Assembly is constitutod to act with the 
other branches, will form the sole object 
of consideration for the members elected 
to tho .Assembly, as well as of those who 
chuso them, it is difficult to conjecture. 
Three failures, originating in these distinc¬ 
tions, seem to leave very little hope of a 
more favorable result, it can indeed hard¬ 
ly be expected under the elective system. 
The aforementioned national distiiictionvS 
divide the population of Lower Canada in¬ 
to two classes ; about one-tliird being of 
^ British or foreign origin,’ and two-thirds 
of ‘ French origin.* A legislation based 
on these distinctions, or on any other con- 
aideration than the welfare of the whole 
populaiion, would be insufferable, and could 
never piomote the only legitimate ends of 
It^islation. 

If the English Govemment Avas out of 
the question altogether, the difficully would 
still remain; as it has its origin in the 
ccmposiiion of the existing population. A 
“legislaiion by the majority of a population 
no circumstanced, would he the most odious 
lyranny over the minority, and could liave 
ne permanent duration hi a country in 
the local position of Lower Canada. 

-What remedy the ImjxM'ial Governmein:, 
whose legitimate authority and real power 
is «^parsniount in the province, may now 
adopt, is not for us to pretend to determine. 
The Assetnhly and the leaders of the ma¬ 
jority seem to have pointed it out, by re¬ 
pudiating the powers given to them by the 
act of the British Parliament under which 
they ore constituted, end by telling the 
'British 'Government, at their late ineetiiigs, 
tbel they consider themselves as absolved 
from thcrir aliegiance, and submit only to a 
government of Fouce. 

This appears to be the government of 
their own choice, for which, alone, they 
Heem to think themselves qualified. For 
our part, we should say that the majority 
€>f the Assembly having renounced i1ie 
iprivileges cenrerred on "them, tire Bri^^l) 
Government is bound to provide a local 
government for the country, not merely of 
force but of justice, to all descriptions of 
its subjects in the province ; and we now 
liave no apprehensions of atfy other, from 
government constituted as is that of 
England; a government in wliicli justice 
has had mor^ power than in countries 
wider any other authority. 

Ilie benefits to be derived from on en¬ 
lightened legislature, guided by justice to 
all the inhabitants, and *tlie sole desire of 
promoting the welfare and'happiness of the 
people, are obvious, and were all vvithiu 
the reach of the established local h gislatnre 
before the Assembly repudiated the con- 
•tii-utkm under which It was assembled :

That the Statute 2d George 2 d upon 
which the indictment was framed, having 
specifically made the forgery of ‘ promisso* 
ry notes, 8 cc.’ for tlio ‘ payment of money,’ 
felony and a special offence, the forged in¬ 
strument in question not being for the pay¬ 
ment of money, but for current Bank Notes 
of this city, the indictment must be quash¬ 
ed, and a case was cited where the Judges 
in England discharged a prisoner for hav* 
iiig forged ‘ a note for one guinea, payable 
in cash or Bank of England notes,’ slating 
that however useful Bank of England notes 
might be for llie purposes of trade, they 
were not in law considered as money; that 
the current Bank notes of this city not 
being of more value than those of the Bank 
of England could not be better protected. 

The Attorney General viewed the ob¬ 
jections in a general manner, and received 
the question in its effect upon ibe circula¬ 
tion of the paper currency, stating that it 
would have the effect of iuducing parties 
to withdraw their notes from circulation. 

Mr. Fisher, also counsel for the prison¬ 
er was stopped in his reply to the Attor¬ 
ney Geneial by the Chief Justice, who said 
that the court was only called upon to give 
an opinion upon the case, as it then appear¬ 
ed before it and upon the face of the in¬ 
dictment. That thore’should be some crirn-. 
inal punishment as a protection against 
fraud, and there might be a fraud in this 
case, but the court confined its opinion to 
the effect of the Statute of George the 2 d 
upon which tJiis indictment was laid, and 
by that Statute the forged instrument is 
no promissory note, because it was made 
payable in current Bank notes of this city, 
and not in money as reqaiied by the Stat¬ 
ute, it is not, therefore, a promissory note, 
and the indictment must be quashed. 

The court wished to be understood that 
it did not express any opinion upon the 
other objections urged in favor of tho pris¬ 
oner. 

Upon motion lieing made by the pris¬ 
oner s counsel, the indictment was quashed, 
and the prisoner discharged therefrom with¬ 
out trial.

‘ Mjy Lords and Gerithmen, 

* I have been anxious to seize the first 
opportunity of meeting you, in order that I 
might repeat in person my cordial thanks 
for your condolence upon the death of his 
late Majesty, and the expressions of attach., 
ment and affection with which you vtipn- 
paiulated me upon my accession to the 
Throne.

He was indeed what we daily pray for, and what 
the church which he served requires of her mem-j 
hers, to be, in ‘ charity with all men.’ Neither^ 
in the freest conversation, nor in his 
preaching, could a word be detected that showed'' 
either a spirit of bigotry or intolerance, but hind' 
ness, charity and benevolence to all. 

He was the friend of tlie poor. His heart was 
easily affected by the tale of woe and sight of 
distress. No sooner did his eye^behold an object of j 
charity than his hand was ready to impart relief, 
in money, or clothing, or food, or medicine as 
the case might require. His kindliness of nature 
was, no doubt, liable to the imposition of the 
designing hypocrite, and if ever it was so, the sin 
is on the skirls of the deceiver and not on his. 

He was the generous, liberal friend of educa¬ 
tion, as every one in this place knows, contribu' 
ting to the building of school houses—procuring 
books for these who had need, and paying for the 
tuition of one or two or more children in a va¬ 
riety of schools, besides some that he brought up 
and educated altogether at his own expense. 

His meek and forgiving disposition was no less 
remarkable than his humility and benevolence. 
Being naturally of a cheerful disposition, not 
subject to lowness of spirits, he might sometimes 
Jiave the appearance, to those that did i^ot know 
him, from the ardor of his manner, and the vk 
vacity of his replies, of being hasty ; but if, on 
any such occasions, he became a^vare of the 
slightest umbrage being taken, he was sure to do 
away all the unpleasant effects, by his ever flow, 
ing kindness and condescending goodness. As for 
feeling himself at any time, or under any circum . 
stances, affronted, ill-used, or offended, I never 
knew one instance. He did not allow himself to 
be affected in this manner. I never knew him to 
have any accounts of this nature to settle. He 
was entirely above all such petty annoyances. 
He looked upon none with an evil, jealous eye... 
suspected no evil i/itpntions towards him...and If 
any thing wore the app'earance, he wiped it away 
from his mind by a charitable construction. My 
limits will admit of no more. A good man he 
truly was, whose like we seldom see.

On Sunday last our amiable and pious 
clergyman'preached a funeral sermon for 
the late Honorable and Right Reverend 
Dr. Stewart. For such a duty circum8tan« 
cfis bad peculiarly qualified Mr. Reid;...one 
of the deceased bmbop’s oldest and most ins 
timate friends, and pastor of the deceased 
bishop’s first congregation. Under these 
circumstances Mr, Reid, with great pro¬ 
priety viewed Dr. Stewart less, as a bish¬ 
op m the church, than as a member of so¬ 
ciety and a minister of the gospel, less as 
the ecclesiastical ruler of the Canadas than 
as the zealous and dislinguished apostle of 
the Eastern Townships. 

Most of efur readers are aware, that the 
lamented prelate, of wimm we are now 
writing, was a younger son of a Scotch 
Nobleman and the possessor of a small for-* 
tune. How delightful to every person of 
proper feeling to see one, who was nursed 
in the lap of luxury and trained to high ex¬ 
pectations of worldly preferment, voluata-* 
rily undertake the obscure labours and se^* 
vere hardships of a colonial missionat’y. 
As Mr. Reid well remarked, superficial 
thinkers would have deemed such a nian 
incapable of performing such a task. But 
by those, who can appreciate the influence 
of moral training and lofty feeling, a differ¬ 
ent result was to be expected. For 8ur> 
mounting difficulties of every kind mental 
resolution is far more efficacious than bod.* 
ily strength, and, amid all the hardships 
end horrors of the peninsular war, the 
Duke of Wellington almost invariably had 
reason to prefer the services of the well 
born and delicately nurtured. Such men 
have one motive peculiar to themselves, for 
they have, as it were, given their parents & 
ancestors as pledges for their own good con** 
duct. But be these things as they may, Dr. 
Stewart was eminently successful. If we may 
borrow the language and sentiments of the 
country, he was eminently successful as a re 
ligious ‘bushwhacker,’ ‘clearing* corner after 
corner of His Master’s vineyard. No sooner 
had be planted a congregation in one spot, 
than he resolutely broke new ground else¬ 
where. During all these labours he was 
liberally devoting his own private money to

^ordinary supplies of butter, beef and pork. 
The prices of surplus produce, it is true, 
will he low ; but, in the newer sections 
jof the country* the very lowness of prices 
Iwill prove highly beneficial by cheapening 
Ithe cost of labour and extending the facilL 
ities of agricultural improvement. When 
(it is considered, how much art has still to 
do for nature even on the best farms of 
the Townships, it will be seen, how far 
(and in what one good harvest may he made 
jthe nurse of many others. From all sec 
tions of the country the reports of the crops 
!are equally cheering. What a pitch of 
!prosperity might not onr hills and our val¬ 
leys attain, if treated with liberality, or 
■even with justice, by the Provincial Legis- 
pature. As mattere now are managed, our 
natural advantages are checked and neu 
{tralized both by positive and by negative 
evils. Useful laws are permitted to expire ; 
and the money, that should be expended) 
in schools, roads and bridges, is locked up 
iu the public chest. But the most woudeiv 
ful thing of all is the fact, that the authors 
of all this mischief profess to be public 
benefactors & are beli eved by many foolish 
pien to he so.

To the •Earl of 
Oosford I read, Avoid for word, the copy 
i had of the letter'from the Upper Canada 
Reformers to Mr. Papineau, commenting 
on its contents as I proceeded. ^Little did 
I then imagine that after I had begged an 
answer from you, Mr Morin, Mr Speaker^ 
and others at ‘least 'twenty times, After. 
liaving refused your repeated 'request, 
to write the ‘Upper Canadians myself 
from Quebec an answer purporting to 
he from their brethren io Lower Canada ; 
you, and the other gentlemen who may have 
'since signed an answer, would have, as I 
leam is the case, asked my companion,‘Dr 
'O’Grady, to take your reply to Upper Can, 
eda, with his name only inscribed on it. 
There are (lijfferences enough above with¬ 
out your augmenting them. T)r O tells 
tne that he very properly reftised to receive 
'such a letter. Whether you asked him 
(Dr. O.) also to save the gentlemen in Que 
bee from the drudgery of replying to us I 
'have not enquired. 

As to the appointment of a committee 
of good correspondence or commission, to 
proceed to Upper Canada, at the fitting 
period, and consult with the good men 
there upon matters in which I then thought 
all parties felt deeply interested, it was at 
first suggested that that would be one ve¬ 
ry proper course to pursue, and I was giv. 
en to understand it would he. Finding 
that it was not, "I urged the matter upon 
you, tipon Mr Speaker, very particularly 
hn Mr Viger, and also upon others with 
whom I thought I could venture to speak 
with frankness. But the longer I stayed 
the less inclination there appeared to be to 
propose such a resolution, and 1 said no 
•more of it. 

Allhough'not a carefiil observer 6f na¬ 
tional character, 1 could not help observing 
during my stay in Quebec, that there is 
not the most friendly feeling in the French 
Canadian population towards those who 
speak my language and cross the ocean 
to the Canadas; and the remarks that were 
made at the boarding hou8e,'where accident 
placed me/convirreed me that there was 
'more in it than I had at 'first sopposed. 
When Messrs. Neilson were= discarded from 
printing sotire of your most valuable records 
because a Canadian-(I think Frechette or 
Parant) stept in to offer to do ^the work 
‘a trifle cheaper, I am fearful that this na* 
tional origin q[uestiofi was the guiding prin¬ 
ciple. You were under immense obligation 
to John Neilson, he stood by the Canadi* 
ans like a rock of strength in their times 
of the greatest difficulty—he had placet! 
them under deep obligations by sacrificing 
the Gazette; but forthwith their work 
must he done by contract, to give their 
favourites an opportatilty of depriving his 
family of the ehly means i^herehy some 
pecuniary recompense could have been giv»- 
en them with propriety. The-King’s prin¬ 
ter, Staunton, offered to complete our'jour¬ 
nals under journeymens’ wages to injure 
Dr. O’Grady, hut the Assembly gave 
the journals at a fair price to the Doctor 
times required it—Mr Neilson must 
have felt that the French Canadians seek 
empire and ascendency under the name of 
equal rights, and that he and you, and 
few others who are now necessary to them

stronger, tho cripple throws away* It is 
very convenient to boast that they return 
a good-irishman for Yamaska rather than 
a had Canadian; hut wait a little and see 
if there will he gratitude. The Speaker, 
with £1000 a-year, and a great fortune, 
allowed the illustrious Waller to starve un- 
assisted-iwhen Waller died he was all but 
deified—that'cost* hut little, and his son has 
a small office. 

With these facts before me, utid the 
inferences I have drawn I shall review ve¬ 
ry carefully these statements which have 
appeared, and wldchmay he given as proofs 
that in reality'We Europeans are disliked 
and hated by Hio leaders of the people-.^ 
for whose henebt eome of us have borne 
much approbrium. But lest T should be 
in error and too hasty fin concluding one 
way or the oliier, 1 sball act in lb© mean 


time in Upper Canada as if no such doubts''^ 
had arisen in my mind. Not one whisper 
shall be heard either from Doctor 0‘Grady 
or myself on inatieis like these beyond the 
circle of those who already know ihem 
because if a suspicion were lo arise with us 
(and the course you proposed with your 
answer would have led to it) it would do 
incalculable injury..**Well you know my 
greatest crime in Upper Canada with many 
,who are good reformers, has been my un-. 

I yielding obstinacy in favour of the designs, 
objects, and opinions of the great Lower 
Canadian leader, Mr Papineau. The 
charm is dispelled, hut I will wait a little. 
How my head ached when you told me 
lie had grudged us the pittance of printing, 
and left it lo you to defend the project. 

I felt like # # # # and when he left 

us I was obliged to go to bed. I was re¬ 
ally sick...an allusion liad been dispelled, 
(hopes had been destroyed, on which for 
(years I had fondly built a fabric of Canadi¬ 
an freedom«w.an(l the reality was before me 
of an individual gifted with talents, but an 
imated with the desire of power, wealth, 
authority, tho triumph of party rather than 
of principle. Mr. Papineau would be civil 
to us but nothing more. 

There are other points, but I had bet 
ter not mention them—I shall read the 
Vindicator, the Morning Courier, and the 
Quebec Gazette, i(which our House had 
ordered) very-carefully daring the winter 
and probably with less’^^^than before, and 
if I have not yet arrived at a correct 
^judgment, 1 shall be anxious to learn 
Now, Doctor, you have my motives 
for acting as I did —and if they destroy, 
as they will, all the little influence I had at 
Quebec, and in one way injure me in Up¬ 
per Canada, I -sliall not regret it. I have 
no selfish end to-gain, no crooked purpose 
to answeiwand if sincerity be the test of a 
/bad diplomatist, it -is the sign of something 
less valued, but more valuable than diplo, 
macy to me at least. 

-I have hitherto iodked only on public 
business, let us now pass to things person¬ 
al. ‘I had heard imuch said in favor of 
Canadian hospitality, and had high notions 
of it. You may remember when T arrived 
at Quebec, from-London, the Mayor and 
other gentlemen were so hospitable as to 
offer me a public dinner, which I declined, 
and that at Montreal the like ‘distinction 
was tendered m© by Mr Speaker, Mi- 
Mayor, and other ^Canadian gentlemen, af¬ 
ter 1 had expressed my purpose of leaving 
with my family the next morjing for iUp. 
per Canada. 'Of course I declined, but i 
thought those offers the proofs of the hospU 
table character, towards Upper Canada, 1 
had attributed to the whole people. The 
Montreal Gazette, and other papers in 
the same interest, did not hesitate to de¬ 
clare their belief that such was the insin¬ 
cerity of Mr Papineau’s character in mat¬ 
ters where tve aro-ooncArnpVf, ikat if ho 
had not been certain 1 would not stop and 
(accept the honor it would not have been 
tendered me ; but that it was a cheap and 
easy mode of flattering my vanity and com*, 
plimenting my numerous Upper Canada 
friends. 4VelI, in 1835, at the request of 
this same Mrs^Papineau, i left my home at 
an inclemment season of the year, refused 
at Toronto to have my expenses defrayed 
by my brother reformers, and at my per¬ 
sonal expense reached Quebec, remained 
nearly three weeks in your boarding 
house, and never received one solitary in¬ 
vitation to take even a glass of wine, or a 
cup of cold water, beyond the precincts of 
the boarding house where -1 lodged, at a 
dollar a day, from any one of that Canadian 
party who were so very sorry that they 
had not an opportunity in 1833 of bestowN 
ing on me the rites of hospitality. The 
Speaker was eorry he had not had time to 
invite me to his lodgings, '&c. ^c., hut 
then he was so busy, so much engaged— 
but he found time to banquet at the castle 
notwithstanding, d confess I was ashamed 
that I had’Dr. ©»Grady to accompany me, 
for if I had been alone no one would have 
known from me that there was more truth 
than aarcasm in Mr Armour’s hint of 1833 
—i.had 1 been Canadian or French, or had 
niy friend die Doctor been so, wo had not 
found every door and hoarding house of 
the patriots shut upon tis after the excess* 
sively kind invitations I bad received. 
Not so did Mr Neilsen act’towards me, in 
1833, hut with sincere and real kindness 
sliowedmeand mine the genuine bospU 
tality of his roof. Yet did I, in 1836, avoid 
his <1 welling, and avoid his son, to dance 
attendance on those whose hollow politeu 
ness was all hut upset, when a miserable)' 
£100 was proposed to be expended for the

^y*—only one day’s wages of Mr Papineau,

(tion of their population ? The lands in 
those countries were naturally tio better 
than ours; and yet has their fertility not 
only been ’preserved, unimpaired, for thou¬ 
sands hf years, hut it has been increasing, 
with the increase bf population, ana the) 
increasing wants of the human family. 

dn the old settled districts of our state 
a very different course, from that practised 
in the newly settled districts has, ifrom ne¬ 
cessity been adopted, dn these, the fertil¬ 
ity of thesoil having been greatly impaired 
or exhausted, by the bad management of 
the pioneer settlers, 'it has become neces¬ 
sary to renovate and augment its produce 
tiveness; and where the experiment has 
been fairly tested, hy industry, ujieiiigence 
good management, the benefits have been 
so palpable, and success so encouraging, 
that improvements have increased in a pro¬ 
gressive ratio, until many of the old distnets, 
though once exhausted, have not only gain 
ed their natural fertility, but have been 
made to surpass it, and now exhibit exam> 
pies of the most profitable husbandry in our 
land. The counties Of Dutchess,'Orange, 

Culumbia, and a portion of Long Island, 
in our own state, and many districts i« 

Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, &c. sufficient¬ 
ly attest this fact, dn these, exhaustion 
has given way to a system of augmentation 
and improvement. 

The deterioration of lamU, by constantly 
cropping without returning to them iho 
means of ■fertility—the dung of the farm.^ 
is as inevitable, as is starvation of nnimalvS, 
from whom we withhold the | food necessa¬ 
ry to their existence. The augmentation 
of fertility, by draining, manuring and alter¬ 
nating crops, is matter of as equal certainty^. 

We possess the means; we have abundant 
examples to guide us in their application ; 

if we will but exercise intelligence in¬ 
dustry and perseverance, we shall preserve 
fertility and plenty in the new, and aug¬ 
ment them in the older settled districts V 
our country.
